Mr. and Mrs. William Rosing ask 
for a special permit to construct u 
water well; pressure storage tank 
and distribution system in the Ros- 
ing subdivision lying north of Beach 
Grove road.. 

Seeking the cemetery approval 
are Mr. and Mrs. Robert Bemis, 
owners of land to the northwest of 
Emmons school. The area now is 
farmland. 

The county zoning board will hear 
the Bemis proposal at 1:30 p. m. 
and the Rosing plan at 2 p.m.

Social Security 
Rules Changes 
Are Announced 

According to Bernard Barnett, 
district manager of the Waukegan 
social security office, the 1958 
changes to the social security law 
may now make some people not pre- 
viously entitled, eligible for parents 
benefit. - . 

Parents who were dependent on 
a deceased son or daughter may now 
qualify for benefits, even though 
the deceased was survived by a 
widow, widower, or children. 

Before this change if a deceased 
individual was survived by a spouse 
or child, the dependent parents 
could not qualify. 

In order for a dependent mother, 
aged 82 or over, or a dependent 
father age 65 or over, to qualify for 
benefits, they must prove that they 
were dependent. 

This proof must be filed with the 
social security office before August 
I960, or within two years after the 
date of the son or daughter's death. 

If you were denied dependent 
parents benefits because your son or 
daughter was survived by a spouse 
or child you are urged to contact 
your social security office as soon 
as possible.

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Farm Census 
Opens Nov. 12 

Field work in the 1059 census of 
agriculture gets underway locally 
on Nov. 12 when a force of census 
takers will start visiting every farm 
in the area. 

Farm census questionnaires have 
been mailed to all farm operators. 

The census takers will visit all 
local farms to collect the question- 
naires and, if necessary, assist the 
farmer in filling out the report 
form. 

The current census will yield in- 
formation on the number and size 
of farms, acreage and harvest of 
crops, livestock production and in- 
ventories, selected farm facilities 
and equipment and selected farm 
expenditures. 

Leaders emphasized that all in- 
formation about individuals and 
their farm operations furnished to 
the census bureau is held in abso- 
lute confidence under federal law. 

It is used only to provide sum- 
mary figures such as totals, aver- 
ages, and percentages 

The information on an individual 
report cannot be furnished to any 
one other than sworn census em- 
ployees and thus cannot be used for 
investigation, taxation or regulation.

Stop when the rear 
bumper of your': car -is beside the 
rear bumper of the adjacent car. 
This first position is of -prime ' 1m 
portance, : \_, 

Back In very slowly, i steering 
sharply toward the curb until your 
car is at nearly a 45 degree angle 
with 1 the curb. Your front door 
now should be opposite -the rear 
bumper of the adjacent car. 

—Straighten^ the front wheels. 
Continue backing into the parking 
space until the end of your front 
bumper is opposite the rear bumper 
of the car parked in front of you. 

—Turn the steering wheel rapidly 
in the opposite direction as far as 
it will go while backing slowly into 
the parking space. The right rear 
wheel should be close to the curb, 
but should not touch it. & 

— Go slowly forward/ turning the 
steering wheel so as to bring the car 
parallel to the curb. ■ Stop the car 
after centering it at about an equal 
distance from cars ahead and behind 
you.
